Finance 
Minister Walter Gordon's second budget is as un¬ 
imaginative, non-controversial and wishy-washy, as 
his first was charged with vigor and unorthodoxy. 

The impression is left that the Liberal govern¬ 
ment's inner cabinet has tamed its economic wizard, 
and ha* turned thumbs down on any further excur- 
sionism into Gordonian flights of economic fancy . 

The government is dearly determined it will not 
•gain be subjected to the humiliation suffered last 
June when an angry Commons later decimated Mr. 
Gordon's first budget (produced in the prune minis-, 
ter’s sixty days of action) until it was almost un¬ 
recognizable. - 

This debacle, agonizing though it must have been 
to Mr. Gordon, was preferred by the government to 
a defeat in the House But clearly they have no inten¬ 
tion of suffering the agonies again. 

With minority rule continuing to prevail, the 
Liberals have now convinced Mr. (Jordon that this 
must be a “safe” one, so that the party may remain 
in power for at least another session. 

So Mr. Gordon has produced a budget from which 
he will probably have to make no withdrawals, because 
he has suggested nothing new from which to with¬ 
draw. From a man who only a few months ago said 
Canada’s economy must be given a thoroughly good 
■hake-down It is almost an inconceivable contradiction. 

Excepting the laudable motive of encouraging 
young people to continue longer with their studies, 
what has this budget produced to provide incentive 
to industry; what has it done to prepare for an 
eventual balancing of the budget; what has it done 
to encourage development of new industry? 

The answer must be — nil. 

Out of a mountain of presumed labor, Mr. Gordon 
has brought forth a mouse. Is this the best work the 
economic genius who was going to save "Troubled 
Canada” can do? 

It is in truth the do-nothingeat budget in Cana¬ 
dian history. 

If this is the price Canadians have to pay for 
keeping the minority government in power, then it 
is time the opposition took the chance on another 
election, and routed trepidity. 

An Obligation Met 

/”\NCE AGAIN Canada has demonstrated her will- 

ingness to accept the United Nations as the 
supreme arbiter of international disputes. At no 
■mall sacrifice she has fulfilled her obligation as a 
member at the organization by dispatching Canadian 
troops to one at the world’s major trouble spots where 
they will come under the direct authority at the 
United Nations Command. 

Though Canadians all will share Prime^Mlrtister 
Pearson's pride that Canada was the first nation to 
commit her troops to the UN Cyprus force many will 
■iso join in his criticism of the situation which he so 
succinctly aummed up Saturday with these words; 
"How long are we to improvise to do the job that 
should be done by the United Nations as a whole?” 

Today the United Nations has a membership of 
well over 100 countries—both large and small, both 
old and new—each equal to the other under the United 
Nations Charter. No single member nation ia entitled 
to any more rights or any more votes in the General 
Assembly than any other, regardless of the rise of 
Its population, the extent of its territory, whether 
it be a major power, a demonstrably irresponsible 
nation or ■ backward state teetering on the brink 
of bankruptcy. 

Ip latter yean the world has viewed the sad 
spectacle of the majority of member nations Jealously 
and vociferously claiming their rights under the 
Charter while at the same time exhibiting a stubborn 
reluctance to asune any of the reaponsibiMtiea 
incumbent upon their memberships. 

Happily, Canada has never been among those 
who pay lip service only to the United Nations. And 
today, as the yesterdays before, she can hold her 
head high in honor.

There must be a m ong. magnetic core within a movement 
which has held together for 25 yesrs. There are things 
about this particular program hi which you have so great 
an interest that might bear a brief spotlight and perspec¬ 
tive.

Garden Notes

Off with Their Heads

In tba |rowing of iwwi pea*, 
th# novice gardener find' it hard to 
understand why you should nip the 
tips off perfectly healthy seedling 
plants when they get to be four or 
five Inches tell. ITte eweei pea grower 
of some experience. though, known 
wed that you get earlier and better 
flow ■ * through thta atm pie operation 
of baheatfltif the baby plant*. 

He will know, too. that these 
"■topped" planta wtU continue to 
bloom longer Into the aeeaon. for 
they have a bolter root system and a 
better growth foundation on which 
to keep the vine functioning. 


Old-ttmer* uae a venatll# and 
highly-trained thumbnail for this 
nipping-Job. Me -| borrow my wife’a 
manicure aoiaeora and dip away the 
top half-inch of vine from each little 
plant aa it reaches the four-inch 
mark. As a result of thia beheading, 
two and sometimes three strong 
shoots wiu emerge from the stem at 
or near soil level, and these make 
much more vigorous and healthy 


vines than the original “maiden" 
stem. 

Don't allow all of these induced 
basal shoots to develop. Retain one 
single stem the strongest -if you 
want superdooper blooms of exhibi¬ 
tion quality, or two at the moat if 
you want more flowers of good but 
not prise winning status. 

o * • 

When we erect our sweet pea net¬ 
ting fish net or chicken wire or 
what have you—there is nearly 
always a gap between the lower edge 
of the netting and the ground, and 
the young vines are expoctad to strug¬ 
gle upward acroaa thia five- or six 
inch gap aa beat they can- This it a 
critical time in the life of a sweet 
pea vine, and all kinds of unpleasant 
things can happen and usually do 
before the vines get themselvaa safely 
attached to their support. 

For instance, a gale of wind or a 
torrent of rain may batter the tittle 
plants Into the ground, or they may 
topple over from their own weight 
before making it to the bottom of the 
netting When this happens, while 
the vine tip will tum and grow up 
ward again, the accident will often 


put a permanent kink in the stem 
-a kink that hampers the free flow 
of sap just as a kink in the garden 
hose will cut down the flow of water. 
Then, too, it la not good lor the 
tender and delicate tip of tha sweet 
pea vine to lie in contact with damp 
soil. 

e e * 

Support of some kind should be 
extetnporixed for the baby plants 
from the moment the growing tip 
first pokes its nose through tha soil 
surface, and for this purpose 1 don't 
know o! anything better than bushy 
little tree twigs, just tall enough to 
britge the gap betwaan tha ground 
and the bottom of the sweat pea 
etringa or netting. Just push the 
twigs Into the soil around and 
between the seedlings In such a 
manner aa to hold them upright. 

Those bits of twiggy brushwood 
actually aerva two pu r poses. In addi¬ 
tion to supporting the young vines 
until they learn to climb on their 
own, the bushy twigs serve to break 
the force of chlUy spring winds and 
provide a little shelter for the infant 
plants at a time when they are moat 
vulnerable.

An unpretentious, mimeographed 
news release came quietly almost 
sneakily, in the mail the other day, 
but we rseagnized it instantly as a 
revolutionary document in the affairs 
of men. 

We know now how it must have 
felt to road and comprehend the first 
announcements of the theories of 
men like Dr. Einstein, Dr. Freud and 
Dr. Spock. In truth, we probably 
would have missed the point of those, 
teased them Into the wastebasket 
and hurried on to unwrap the Con¬ 
gressional Record to feid out what 
really Important was goltkf on. 

But this modest little bulletin hit 
us right where we live, as the saying 
goes. It came from a magazine called 
Changing Times and it was a sum¬ 
mary of research conducted by the 
dedicated scientists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture.

Off with Their Heads 


By H. V. (1BINUT, FBM* 

In fet growing Of sweet pea*, 
the novice gardener find.* it hard to 
understand why you should nip the 
tipe off per f e ct ly healthy seedling 
plants whan they gat in be four or 
five Inches tall. The iweet pea grower 
of aome experience, though, know* 
well that you got earlier and better 
flow era through this simple operation 
of beheading the baby plants. 

He wlU know, too, that ihcse 
’'stopped” plant* will continue to 
bloom longer Into the season, for 
they have a hotter root system and a 
better growth foundation on which 
to keep the vine functioning. 


Old-timers use a versatile and 
highly-trained thumbnail for this 
nipping-Job. Me- I borrow my wife's 
manicure scissors and dip *wsy the 
top half-inch of vine from each little 
plant a* It reache* the four-inch 
mark. As a result of this beheading, 
two end sometimes three strong 
shoot* will emerge from the stem et 
or near *ol! level, end these meke 
much more Vigorous and healthy 


vino* than the original “maiden'* 
■tern. 

Don’t allow all of these Induced 
basal shoots to develop. Retain one 
single stem the strongest —if you 
want superdooper blooms of exhibi¬ 
tion quality- or two st the moat If 
you want more flowers of good but 
not prise-winning status 
* * * 

When we erect our sweet pea net¬ 
ting -fish net or chicken wire or 
what have you-there l* nearly 
always a gap between the lower edge 
of the netting and the ground, and 
the young vtnes are expected to strug¬ 
gle upward across this fivs- or six 
inch gap as best they can. This is s 
critical time In the life of a sweet 
pea vine, and all kinds of unpleasant 
things ran happen and usually do- - 
before the tinea get themselvos safely 
attached to their support.
